Dayton, Nov. 19.—Senator W. H. 


Meek, a member of the Board of State 
School Examiners, Monday night gave 
out the following statement in re- 
sponse to the request of State School 
Commissioner E. A. Jones that the 
charge made by Senator Meek in an

the Central 
Ohio 


Teachers' Association last week, to 
the effect tat there had been traffick- 
ing in state school certificates, be pre- 
pared and submitted to him in spe- 
cific form: 


"Every statement I made before the 


Central Ohio-Teachers' Association is 
only too frue. I am now preparing a 
comprehensive statement in detail, 
substantiating all I said 
'and even 


more. This statement I shall submit 
to the Senate in the early days of the 
coming session, when I shall discuss 
the merits of the bill disqualifying 
State Examiners from doing institute 
work in Ohio. I shall reserve all my 
statements until that time. The de- 
plorable condition in Ohio school af- 
fairs is the outgrowth of ringism and 
rankest bossism which has obtained 
for over 15 years."

TAVERN AND TAVERN-KEEPING.

sketch there were four taverns in the 
town. These were Houston's, on the

square, a two-story brick, called the 
Mansion House, the sign being a bell. 
Trindle, on the corner of Third and 
Church streets, a two-story hewed log 
building, 
weather-boarded.

taverns all seemed td do a prosperous 
business. There was at tha • time con- 
siderable travel, principally from the 
east, and let it be - remembered, al- 
ways on horseback, as carriages were 
almost totally unknown in those days, 
and the word buggy had not yet found 
its way into the 
dictionary. 
Many 


travelers have I seen alight at the 
tavern door, tired, weaned and travel- 
stained. 
Certain articles of the trav- 


eler's anparel and his horse fuiniture 
would scarcely be recognized by the 
youths and middle-aged of the pres- 
ent day, such, for instance, were the 
old-fashioned saddle-bags and the va- 
lise, the green baize leggings tied with 
red garters, the corduroy overalls, the 
big drab overcoat with five capes and 
the oilskin cover for the hat. Besides 
the patronage of travelers the land- 
lords also enjoyed that of lawyers 
during the sessions of courts. Cully,

perfectly pure. We heard of no such 
a thing in those times as delirium 
tremens. It required some ten or fif- 
teen years for a man to kill himself 
by drinking whiskey and even then 
a great many claimed the honor of dy- 
ing of consumption. 


Those were the halcyon days in 


which the traveler in the winter sea- 
son enjoyed the comfort of a rousing 
wood fire, and at bed time, having 
been furnished 
with a pair of fur- 


leather slippers, and partaking of a 
glorious night-cap, retired to a well- 
filled feather bed, furnished with an 
abundance of warm covering, and en- 
joyed a sleep probably not equaled by 
that of any millionaire. It was not 
less agreeable in the morning on de- 
scending into the lower hall, to find 
among a long row neatly arranged 
alongside the wall, his own nicely 
polished boots. 
Then followed the 


breakfast, probably never 
surpassed 


by that furnished by any restauranE 
on the continent, Delmonico's not ex- 
cepted. It was said by a comic actor 
that the sausages of youth never re 
turn." The same remark may very 
justly he made of fire-place cooked 
victuals. In those primitive days the 
cooking stove was totally unknown. 
The cooking utensils consisted of the 
tin reflector, for baking buscuit; the 
Dutch oven, furnished with spit and 
skewers, for the purpose of roasting 
beef and fowl; the gridiron^ the skil- 
let, the long-handled frying-pan and 
'the crane, furnished with hooks and 
pots, for the 
purpose 
of 
boiling. 


Those being the days of cheap provi- 
sions it followed as a m tter of 
course, that ,the landlady could always 
furnish te traveler with the choicest 
and most substantial fare the most 
fastidious appetite could desire. We 
read in scripture of one Demetrius, 
the silversmith, who when his craft 
was in jeopardy, exclaimed, ""great is 
Diana of the Ephesians." Upon 
the 


same principle 
we 
may 
exclaim, 


"great were the days of fire-place 
cooked victuals." 


One scene which I frequently wit- 


nessed is vividly impressed on my 
mind. It was that of seeing in the 
summer season a number of lawyers 
and other guests seated under 
the 


large locust trees in front of Cully's 
tavern either reading newspapers or 
playing the long since exploded game 
of backgammon. A ludicrous sight in 
connection with this was a young 
blacksmith, who imagined that 
to 


sport in a fine suit of broadcloth and 
a ruff led ^shirt bosom, in imitation of 
the lawyers, was all that constituted 
a gentleman. 
He would occasionally 


seat himself in a chair beneath the 
locust trees, and placing his feet over 
the top of another chair, with an in- 
verted newspaper in his hand, would 
seem to be intently reading, indulging 
at the same time in a loud laugh. It 
was well known, however, that he was 
ignorant of the first letter of the al- 
phabet.
